The tin-
advertent fatlure of Federal and State govern-
ments, Rardware manufacturers, software de-
signers, information systems managers, and tele-
communications service providers to account for
the spectfic needs of individuals with disabllities
not only results tn the exclusion of such individ-
uals from the use of telecommunications and in-
formation technologies, but also results in un-
necessary costs associated with the retrofitting
of devices and product systems.
